Back from his lour of Eiirop'e Seuaior 


rmiok of Illinois has taken the time 


of tlio senate 1o tell his colleagues that 
his travels have confirmed him in the be- 
liefs he held before he left.

can administer the hot mustard foot bath in the onlj 
safe and proper manner hit him (at least figurative 
ly) on the jaw before he grows too sick. Victims o 
such illness who persist in sitting up or. worse, it 
Keeping about and trying to "fight it off," with 01 
without doping themselves meanwhile, require btcrr 
treatment for their own good. 


Having dragged the victim into bod. having placer 


him between blankets and in only a sketchy nighty 
it, is good practice to appeal to what superstition he 
may have by offering him something hot to drink. 
Probably a pint or more of lemonade as hot as m.iy 
l>e borne is the best beverage though almost any ot 
grandma's favorite herb teas or plajn lea or colfec 
or cambric tea or ginger tea will do \ery well if 
taken in liberal portions and as hot as sin.

ary infections for a few years. Tho immunity so 
produced, probably diminishes gradually, year by 
year.
